C h icago M erch an ts C om p lain o f th e N ew 
P a cific C oast S ch ed u le. 
Ch ic a g o, August 28th.—Not since the 
Interstate Commerce Act went into effect 
has anything here done by the railroads 
caused so m uch excitem ent and ill-feeling 
am ong Chicago m erchants as the action 
of the trans-continental lines in m aking 
the rates from Chicago to the Pacific coast 
twice as high a3 the rates from New York. 
The m erchants of Chicago fail to compre­ 
hend 
why 
the Chicago roads should 
consent 
to 
become 
parties 
to 
any 
arraugem ent that 
discrim inates so 
outrageously against Chicago's interests, 
and is calculated to prevent Chicago from 
competing from the East for Pacific Coast 
traffic. Even the trunk line managers, who 
have all tbe advantage under the new tariff, 
have em phatically refused to join in the 
new through rates on the ground th at they 
are contrary to the interstate law, and that 
they could not afford to join in a tariff that 
makes the rates from interior points in 
their territory to the Pacific Coast so m uch 
higher than the rates from seaboard points. 
Some firms declare that they will refuse 
to ship any kind of freight by the lines that 
accept the new tariff. 
Many leading W est­ 
ern roads declare that Mr. Midgely has 
acted w ithout authority in approving the 
new tariff. 
Three of the roads wired Mr. Midgely, 
and Chairm an Leeds, of the Transconti­ 
nental Association, on Saturday evening, 
that they repudiate the new rates and 
wouid not accept them , unless fixed so as 
to give Chicago a fair show, 
A reply was 
received from Chairm an Leeds yesterday 
saying that the tariff had been revised, and 
that tbe rates on commodities produced in 
Chicago would be made the same as from 
New York. 
This, however, comprises only 
about 25 articles, w hile there are thirty 
pages of commodities in the new schedule.

W AR UPON T 3E DIVES. 
The sentiment behkid the movement for 
regulation of the liquor traffic is spread­ 
ing and growing remarkably. It has even 
reached the very conservative corn®, unity 
of the capital city. Below it is atr. under­ 
current of determination that premises to 
become irresistible. The most reoent mani­ 
festation of the sentiment, comer from the 
police department. It proposes to effect 
the closing of saloons at midnight. The 
real purpose is to reach the dives 
and low places where unsespectfng and 
foolish people are taken irr. and robbed, 
drugged and stripped of all they have 
about tliem except clothing -sufficient to 
cover nakedness. 
The object is commendable and the de­ 
partment ought to be encouraged in the 
effort to effect the desired -end. But the 
ordinance ntAk before the City Trustees 
intended to accomplish the results looked 
for, is woefully defective. It is so worded 
that it will close at midnight ¡ilaces that 
it is not intended should be interfered 
with. It reads: 
Section 1. That all resort , saloons, and other 
places in the City of Sacramento, where liqu r 
of any kind is sold shall be closed up at 12 
o’clock m idnight of every day in the week and 
every week in the year, and shall remain 
closed until 5 o'clock of the following morning 
This includes restaurants which dispense 
beer or wine to the boarders or customers 
over the table, though maintaining no bar. 
The all-Dight restaurants answer a demand 
due to the night shifts working in the rail 
road shops, the arrival and departure of 
trains at all hours of night, the incoming 
of market men, the outgoing of workers 
upon newspapers and others. These re­ 
staurant proprietors, therefore, have good 
ground for complaint against the proposed 
ordinance, since it is admitted that they 
are not aimed at. To close them, there­ 
fore, in order to reach disreputable places, 
is to confess the inability of the law to 
subserve justice. But it is not true, and 
we refer to the specific case of the re­ 
staurants only to illustrate a blundering 
attempt at legislation. There is a direct 
way, straight forward and unobstructed, to 
regulate and even to crush out the vicious 
places aimed at. The city authorities 
possess the right—and would unquestion­ 
ably have the concurrence of the county 
authorities—to refuse to license these ante­ 
rooms to perdition, where men are drugged 
or beaten into insensibility, and robbed 
and maltreated. The Trustees have the 
power under the law to attach such condi­ 
tions to the grant of license that these 
sink-holes cannot be profitably kept open. 
Why should the city by a sweeping 
ordinance attempt that which does injury 
where none is intended, and but partially 
accomplishes the real purpose? Let the 
authorities rise to the level of the need 
and refuse to license places of the 
kind aimed at at all. Or, if there is 
difficulty in distinguishing, or in estab­ 
lishing the character of the “ dive,” let 
there be attached to consent the provision 
that a majority of adjacent propertv- 
holders shall petition for the place to he 
opened, and that at least fifty citizens of 
good character shall supplement such peti­ 
tion with their written indorsement. These 
are a few of many methods adopted in other 
cities, and with entire success. Some go 
so far as to require l>onds to be filed, and 
others specify in the grant of license that 
it may be revoked at the pleasure of the 
city. To close the dives at 12 o’clock is 
well; to close them altogether is better, 
If that cannot be, then discipline them 
with such restrictions and conditions that 
they will die for want of vicious vitality, 
Instead of closing hotels and restaurants 
against decent people who desire food 
at night, let us go directly to the 
center, and cripple the dive beyond re 
covery. To close these places at mid 
night means simply to drive them to 
speedier robbery of their victims. They 
will be drugged before “ the hour when 
graveyards yawn,” and ¡ducked thereafter 
just as easily. If this community is sin­ 
cerely desirous of lessening the power of 
these infamously low places, the direct 
method is the correct one. Require of 
all places where liquors are sold com 
pliance with such regulations as well effect 
the desired end. Those who are not 
aimed at will not fail to comply with the 
regulation ; those against whom the regu­ 
lation is directed cannot. 


if it did, SVate regulation—already obtain­ 
ing ti» several Stales—is inevitable, and 
whisky will be, in fact, less free then than 
now. But, we are told, the lots sold that 
do not go over the bar will be vastly in­ 
creased ; that when a man can buy a gallon 
of whisky 90 cents cheaper, he will buy jast 
that much more. The theory is disproved 
by the facts, in countries where the tax 
is not applied, there are no more gallons 
sold by the gallon ¡>er capita, than with us 
with the Federal tax on. The price of 
liquor, in brief, in no wise affects the 
appetites of men for it. Moreover, regula­ 
tion, which is as certain to obtain as the 
sun is to rise, by no means stops with con­ 
trolling the salooa, but will demand from 
spirits used as a luxury, contribution to 
’the public funds when sold in any quanti­ 
ties to the consumer.

Thc-iLouisville Cammoneiai has 
called attention ¡to this, and a«ks Mr. By­ 
num to be more careful in the futare in 
his statements. The facts are that.instead 
of exporting to the Australian cohuies 
$27,000,000 in the lust decade, we «ex ported 
$80,000,000; and instead of importing 
$80,000,000 we ¡aborted $27,600,99?. 
This pah the balance .of trade in <iur 4a- 
vor $53,000,000, for which Australia has 
paid us the gold coin. The facts there­ 
fore reverse the figures and turn Mr. By-' 
num’s argument against the tariff up si ¿le 
down.

F. Smith, Secretary of the State Agri­ 
cultural Society, is in receipt of a letter 
from Norton Bush, who is to have charge 
of the art department at the State Fair, in 
which he says: 
“It looks as if we were to have the finest 
art display we have had yet. 
Besides 
Deakin'c large exhibit we shall have several 
new Frene1' pictures just imported by 
Deakin brothers and never yet exhibited. 
They are by celebrated men who have 
taken medals at the Salon.” 
Among the collections to be brought up 
will be a picture of General Sutter standing 
just outside of Sutter’s Fort, by Leutze, the 
great American historical painter. Leutze’s 
lame was made when he produced his 
famous paintings, “ Washington Crossing 
the Delaware” and -‘Washington at Tren­ 
ton.” Both of these pictures are in the 
library at the State University, and besides 
these there is but one more of Leutze’s in 
California. A large oil study' for a paint­ 
ing of “Sheridan at Winchester” by the 
late Charles Nahl, intended originally for 
Judge E. B. Crocker will be shown.

Sheridan. 
Mr. Bush says that all the noted artists 
of the State will be represented.

Narjot, Rodiguez, Roethe, S. M Brooks, 
Eva Withrow. A. Joulin, Mrs. Richardson, 
Eisenchimel, J. Bronchoud,Charles Prosch. 

Oscar Hunath, 
Yelland, Norton Bush, A. Nahl, Frank 
Heath. H. Fischer, J. Oltreat, Em il Carl­ 
son, Mrs. Irelan, Fred Yates and N. Mickel- 
sue. 
Happenberger, Flohr and Newall will 
make exhibits of sculpture. 
Many of the pictures to be shown have 
been painted expressly for the State Fair 
exhibition.

A n A g e d V e te ra n . 
Levi Reed, of Fairfield, Solano county, 
came to Sacramento on Monday' to cele­ 
brate his 80th birthday in the home of his 
daughter Mrs. Edwin Norton, I street, be­ 
tween Seventeenth and Eighteenth. Mr. 
Reed is a native of Randolph, Vermont. 
He cast his first vote in 1829. He voted for 
Harrison in 1840, and for every Whig and 
every Republican Presidential nominee 
since 1829. He is an active, well-preserved 
man, with a strong memory rich in stores 
of political recollections of the early days 
of the Republic. Mr. Reed has consented 
to remain in the city this week, and to be 
present at the meeting of veteran voters of 
1S40 to be held Thursday night. Professor 
Atkinson will escort the elderly gentleman 
to the meeting, and introduce' him to the 
*• Vets.” 


T h e L ib rary Itu lid fn g. 
The repairs to the interior of the City 
Free Library building are progressing rap ­ 
idly, and it is expected that the building 
will be reopened to the public by the mid­ 
dle of the coming week. An iron gallery 
is in oourse of erection about the three sides 
of the main room, about midway between 
the floor and the ceiling. The book shelves 
have all been taken down, and are now be­ 
ing replaced as fast as the gallery is built. 
A nandsome railing and the necessary stair­ 
cases to reach the gallery are included in 
the work. The improvement is a much- 
needed one, as th e . space for the storage of 
books will be materially increased thereby. 


Dennis Kearney and Stephen J. May- 
bell held a street anti-Chinese meeting at 
the corner of Fourth and K streets last 
night. There was a large attendance. The 
meeting was indeed one of the largest 
street 
gatherings 
seen 
here 
for 
a 
long time. Many came out of curiosity 
to see Kearney, while the Democracy was 
out in 
full 
force and prominent in 
maintaining due enthusiasm. There was 
no presiding officer, Mr. Kearney introduc­ 
ing himself. He found plenty of applause 
and considerable cheering. Indeed, there 
was manifest a great deal of enthusiastic 
activity, and Kearney can go away truth­ 
fully saying that L'is meeting was a whoop- 
up of large size. The meeting lasted until 
after 10 o’clock, the audience being held re­ 
markably well. 
Denis Kearney said in eflect—barring his 
vituperation and abuse—that while in other 
countries the ruling class make the laws, 
here the people consult as to their own in­ 
ter, sis, and make the laws under which 
they choose to live, and men to execute 
the laws. He announced himself for high 
tarifi California protection—that is, he was 
in favor of protecting American labor auu 
not Chinese labor; of protecting American 
industries and not Chinese industries. He 
wanted a prohibitory tarifi on Chinese 
slave laborers, brought here under contract 
to lower wages and lengthen hours of labor. 
The man who votes to shut out Chinese is 
a protectionist and a friend of American 
labor. That being agreed to as a truth, 
what is to be said of the man who votes to 
let them in? Isn’t he a free-trader ? Com­ 
petition by white with Chinese labor is 
next to impossible, so he who votes to flood 
the country with these degraded serfs is for 
free trade in labor. If such a one is nomi­ 
nated for office 011 a protection platform 
wouldn't you say here is a hypocrite? If 
Senator Hoar was a nominee for President, 
would any Californian vote for him ? 
Certainly 
not. 
Well, 
he 
is 
not 
running, 
but 
one 
like 
him 
from 
Indiana 
is 
running 
for 
President. 
Kearney couldn’t see how any but pio- 
Chines ecould vote for him. The Republi­ 
cans had nominated for President a Chi­ 
nese advocate who, in and out of the Sen­ 
ate, acted favorably all the time to Chinese. 
He read an essay in 1879 pro-Chinese, and 
his course till he left the Senate was in 
keeping with it. 
With time his pro- 
Chinese convictions steadily grew stronger. 
He (Harrison) favored unlimited Chinese 
immigration and the naturalization of 
Chinese. If he had not held such views 
the pro-Chinese Convention would not 
have nominated him. It put an advocate 
of man-dealers at the head of the ticket, 
and one ot the firm of Morton, Rose & 
Co., London bankers and Euglisn agents 
for Canton slave-dealers, at the tail. Mor­ 
ton he denounced as a British railroad di­ 
rector and a British banker and a British 
importer of Chinese. He read a lengthy 
extract from the New York Sun of Febru­ 
ary 27, 1888, in which the Canadian Pacific 
Raiiroad is spoken of as a “ devilfish,” a 
part of a scheme to flank the Republic 
with a British militaiy road, to fortify 
British empire in India and to line the 
American border with unfriendly senti­ 
ment of a population loyal 
to Great 
Britain. The article went 
on 
speak­ 
ing 
of 
the 
road 
as 
a 
political 
machine with stock of $65,000,000, of which 
$30,000,000 is owned in London, $15,000,000 
in Holland, $15,000,000in Montreal, $5,000,- 
000 elsewhere in Canada and in New York. 
The article went on the speak of Morton & 
Co., owning 50,000 shares of the stock. This 
road is a British corporate pauper, feeding 
upon Americans, said the speaker, and re­ 
fusing 
employment 
unless 
you 
wear 
the 
British 
ensign and 
swear 
al­ 
legiance to the Queen. 
The convention 
rolled 
up 
its 
eyes 
in 
holy horror 
of an American railroad Director. 
Do 
yon hear any of them railing at this Brit­ 
ish railroad Director? Why, no. 
Mor­ 
ton's road pays its British employes just 
about one-half as much as Governor Stan­ 
ford pays his men, and yet Stanford’s name 
was not mentioned in that pro-Chinese 
cheap-labór Convention. This British road 
is competing with American railroad men. 
It wants to get into the trans-continental 
pool. It demands 10 per cent, of the earn­ 
ings of the Central Pacific to keep its hands 
off. H easkedif this was not robbery, and re­ 
plied to himself that it was and appealed 
to the railroad men to resent it at the polls. 
The Republican party in California, he 
claimed, is captained by General Dimond, 
whom he denounced as an American Chi­ 
nese importer. He continued, denouncing 
Mr. Morton as owner also of an English 
line ot steamers between Hongkong and 
Vancouver, subsidized by England to flood 
the country through the back door, in vio­ 
lation of our laws, wiih “.Asiatic pests.”

T h e C oron er H o ld s F o u r In q u e s ts in O ne

Coroner George Clark.

noon he held an inquest on the remains of 
Joseph Sheppard, bettei known as “ Old 
8hep.” The evidence showed that deceased 
was found dead in a small hut beneath the 
wharf at Front and I streets, and that death 
resulted from exposure and general debil­ 
ity. 
AN UNKNOWN. 
At 10 a . M. a jury inquired into the death 
of the young man who was killed by being 
run over by tbe cars, near Florin,Saturday 
morning. He was struck while crossing a 
trestle and dragged about thirty yards. He 
had on a hickory shirt, a dark suit and a 
cheap cotton hat. 
His body was badly 
mutilated. There was nothing on his per­ 
son which would indicate who he was. 
He was a stranger, from all appearances a 
tramp, and about thirty years of age. 
JOHN MITCHELL. 
Las t evening an inquest was held over 
the remains of John Mitchell, who fell 
from the Cathedral and was killed Mon­ 
day afternoon. C. W. Menke, who was at 
work on the staging with Mr. Mitchell, re­ 
lated how the accident occurred, which 
was the same as that 
stated 
in the 
R ecord-U n io n of yesterday. 
The jury 
found that the name of deceased was John 
Mitchell, a native of England, 52 years, 7 
months and 8 days old, and that becam e 
to his death by falling l'rom a stage swung 
from the north side of the new Cathedral] 
a distance of 72 feet from the ground. 
They exonerate Charles Menke from all 
blame, and in their opinion his death was 
accidental. 
J. S. WHEELER. 
The first witness to testify at the inquest 
held 011 the remains of J. S. Wheeler, who 
shot himself Monday night, was his sun, 
John Wheeler. 
The witness said: Deceased was my 
father. We had been rooming together for 
about a mouth on K 
street, between 
Seventh and Eighth. 
He came home 
Monday night a few minutes 
past 12 
o’clock. He had been drinking. For some 
time past he has been quite despondent. 
When he came in I was in bed and asleep. 
He woke me up and said that my sister 
and I were trying to cheat him out of some 
property. He took his shoes off, pulled 
a handkerchief out of his back pocket, then 
he went down in his hip pocket again, 
when I got scared at his excited manner 
and ran out. I thought he had a pistol. I 
don’t know that he usually carried a pistol. 
I ran down siairs to the sidewalk. Then I 
heard a shot and heard him groan. 
A 
couple of men came by and I called them 
in. 
We went up stairs together and found 
my father lying sideways ori his bed with 
a pistol near his right hand. He bad shot 
himself ia the left breast. He had never 
to my knowledge threatened to take bis 
own or the life of anj' of his family. He 
fired the shot about 12:20 o’clock, which 
was about five minutes after he got home. 
Mrs. Adeline Wheeler testified as fol­ 
lows : Deceased was my husband. 
The 
last time I saw him alive was Monday 
night, about 12 o’clock. He was at my 
nouse. No. 623 L street. He called on me 
ust after dusk. He bad been drinking, 
and for some time had been despondent. 
He showed me a revolver while at my ) 
house Monday night, and told me that be 
intended to kill himself. He left my house 
about 12 o'clock, saying he wanted to see 
one more person before he killed himself. 
He kept saying that he was discouraged 
and had nothing more to live for. He has 
told me several times that he would take 
his life. 
Miss Victoria Aschenaur testified as fol­ 
lows : Deceased called at my residence 
Monday. When he called I was down 
stairs, and his daughter came and called 
me. I went up, and he talked about some 
trouble in his family. He then asked 
me for a 
handkerchief. 
We stepped 
into my bed-room together to get the 
handkerchief. I held up my handkerchief 
and said: “ See—all my handkerchiefs are 
mourning ones.” He said : “ Weil, never 
m ind; may be I have one in my room.” 
He tlMin said: “ Vic., have you got that 
pistol?” meaning one that I had borrowed 
from him some ten months ago. I said : 
‘ Yes,” and raised the bed clothes so he 
could see it. He then said: “ Have you 
oiled it?” and I replied : “ No.” He tnen 
took it, and said he would return it when 
he oiled it. He then bid me good-by and 
left. 
As lie went down stairs he said : 
“ Vic., you have been very good to me.” 
Miss Edith Wheeler, daughter of the de­ 
ceased, said her father was a native of 
Waterford, Ireland, aged 41 
years, 
10 
months and 26 days. 
The jury brought in a verdict in accord­ 
ance with the above facts, finding that be 
came to his death from a gunshot wound in 
the left breast, an act of his own hand, in ­ 
flicted with suicidal intent.

H ie D istrict A tto rn ey D eclin es tb e A s­ 
sista n c e o f S acra m en to C ou n sel. 
The trial of Myers, Olsen and Drager, 
for the murder of John Lowell, commenced 
in the Superior Court at Placerville yester­ 
day morning before Judge Williams. Dis­ 
trict Attorney Bennett is prosecuting the 
case alone, having declined the assistance 
of the counsel which William Lowell, son 
of the deceased, desired to furnish. Irwin 
A Irwin, Blanchard & Swisier and Carpen­ 
ter ii Carpenter represent defendants and 
aie making a vigorous fight in their behalf, 
judging from the manner in which they 
examine the qualifications 
of jurors. 
When the Court adjourned at half past 6 
o’clock, all but eighteen out of the fifty 
jurors had been excused, and a venire was 
issued for twenty more. Only one juror,

G eneral H orace P o rter on the R epubli­ 
can O utlook. 


G eneral H orace P orter in the Epoch lias 
a paper upon “ The Republican Outlook.” 
The readers of the R b co rd -U n io x will 
be interested in a synopsis of the views of 
General Porter. 
G eneral Porter states a fact when he 
says men are taking a more calm and dis­ 
passionate view of polities this year than 
ever before, and studying the issue more 
diligently and 
intelligently. 
The R e­ 
publican party is strong enough in its con­ 
victions to declare squarely for a protec­ 
tive tariff. 
T he dodging this year is on 
the part of the Democrats. 
T hey at­ 
tem pted at St. Louis to sugar-coat the 
President’s pill, but succeeded only in ­ 
differently so to-day. 
“ Democractic politicians in some States 
are at present advocating free trade, in 
other States a reduced tariff, and in others 
are actually conceding the doctrine of a 
protective tariff. 
This is attem pting to 
‘ localize ’ the issue w ith a vengeance. 11 
is a conviction of wrong which makes 
them conservative upon the leading issue.” 
H e avers th at the experim enting of a 
century proves th at all movement in the 
direction of free trade has been followed 
by business depression, and sometimes a 
panic. 
The protectionists have claimed 
and dem onstrated th at under th eir system 
the price of manufactured articles fall. 
Thus, steel rails have fallen from $140 to 
628 per ton. 
Germany, w ith protection, 
has brought down manufactures until E ng­ 
land, w ith free trade, goes to Germany to 
have her ocean cables manufactured. 
U nder free trade our leading factories 
would have been closed, and foreign m an­ 
ufacturers. taking the advantage, would 
have raised the price of im port goods 
and 
draft 
out 
our 
gold, 
unless we 
enforced 
pauper 
wages. 
England 
and 
America 
are 
commercial 
rivals, 
and as England strives to fix free trade 
upon us, we should resent it, because “ i t is 
a safe rule in war and peace never to do 
what your enemies want you to do." 
The 
im porters 
w ant 
duties 
removed, th at 
the}’ may land goods cheaper, but they do 
not intend th at consumers shall reap the 
benefit. 
Farm ers should not be free-trad­ 
ers, because most of agricultural workers 
are not soil-owncrs, and a low tariff' would 
create lower wages and give less employ­ 
m ent for mechanics anil laborers in facto­ 
ries, and farm-hand wages would propor­ 
tionately decline as mechanics would be 
throw n out. 
So, too, reduction of wages 
would dim inish the purchasing )>ower of 
th e consumers, and thus the m arket for 
products would be unfavorably affected, as 
dependence m ust be placed more and more 
hereafter upen th e home m arket. 
The 
present tariff has made every article the 
{K)or man eats or wears steadily cheaper, 
and every tool used by the mechanic lower 
in price. 
The General then touches upon the con­ 
ditions that fortify urotection. 
Thns, he 
holds that the soht nl system, the dissem­ 
ination of gener¿' intelligence, the stim u­ 
lating of the inventive genius of the peo­ 
ple have done mush to bring about re­ 
duction in prices; and th at this improve- 
m eutdn the social and intellectual condi­ 
tion of the masses is .mainly due to a pro­ 
tective system 
which has eorhled the 
workingman to educate his children, to 
clothe them in a fit m anner to attend 
school and to surround them by ao atmos­ 
phere of respectability which lia lifted 
them from a position of m ere iaboring an ­ 
im als and has increased th eir capacity for 
intellectual efforts. 
The pauper wages in 
free-trade countries have prevented .the 
working clames from rising in th e scale of 
being. 
They have not enabled workmen 
to liear the expenses of educatiou or even 
to dress th eir children respectably enough 
to attend school, and the chUdren are fol­ 
lowing stupidly ia the footsteps of th e pá­ 
rente w ithout any m arked development in 
th eir m ental capacities or the acquiring of 
a skill which is basal upon intelligence, 
and is essential in increasing the standard 
of excellence in mechanical industries. 
H e next takes up the guarantees o f the 
Constitution of a republican form of gov­ 
ernm ent in every .Sate, and adds that 
they are not secured in «-veral of the 
Southern States—where a large class is 
deprived of its political rights-—the free 
and pntram m eled exercise of th e sacred 
right o f suffrage.

lie concludes th a t these tilings are 
gaining large accessions daily for the Re­ 
publican ranks, ant) th at there will be a 
sweeping victory for th at party in N o­ 
vember. 
General 
H arrison’s personal 
popularity, the tariff'question and the sen­ 
tim ent prevailing in Indiana in favor of 
elec ting a President from th at State, which 
has never yet had a President, will, w ith­ 
ou t doubt, carry Indiana. 
Connecticut is 
a large m anufacturing S tate and there is 
not much apprehension th at it will not be 
carried by the Republicans this year. 
New Jersey will go Republican unless the 
Prohibitionists draw too large a vote from 
the Republican ranks, which is not likely. 
New Y ork, while some tim e ago regarded 
as a doubtful State, seems now to offer an 
encouraging chance in favor of the Repub­ 
lican party.
